and the standards of living of con- 
sumers greatly lowered," says the 
report.

ers. 


A gradual 
social 
readjustment, 


akin to a bloodless revolution, has 
been quietly under way since Car- 
los Ibanez became president last 
May, 
although his firm hand was 


evidenced, in the 
Chilean govern- 


ment for a. few years before, then. 


Ibanez, a soldier most of his life. 


Is a vigorous man of 45. His meth- 
ods of reforming the 
government 


have 
been inexorable. 
He 
has 


fought alleged waste and has exiled 
individuals of power 
and promi- 


nence. 


Ibanez on becoming president de- 


cleared it necessary to form a new 
national mentality "for honesty, so- 
briety and austerity in customs, ex- 
penditures and social life." His ef- 
forts to carry out that aim admit- 
tedly have been revolutionary. 


He has been quoted as express- 


ing "great admiration for the Unit- 
ed States."

source was great. But synthetic 
production began, and -ihe effect 
was no less than disastrous. 
In 


1918, 
for instance, 
Chile exported 


nitrates valued at $189,323,000 
a; 


compared to the greatly decreased 
figure for 1926. 


The government undertook 
to 


meet the problem a year ago by 
idssolving the national syndicate, 
which, controlled nitrate 
produc- 


tion, and establishing qualified gov- 
ernment supervision. 


Production of copper, the second 


greatest industry, is expanding un- 
der the stimulus of foreign capital. 


Chile has what is admittedly - the 


finest military machine in South 
America. That and its other un- 
usual developments have been aid- 
ed by the wealth formerly obtained 
from the nitrate Jqdustry. 


Social and industrial reorganiza- 


tion necessary to develop other re- 
sources to aid, of not to replace, its 
long-time sourse of wealth is a ma-

MEEKER OF OREGON 


Ezra Meeker, who oxened over the 


Or-egon trail in 1852 with the great 
covered wagon migration of that year, 
taking five months to do it, and later 
crossed the route by automobile in a 
few days and by airplane in fifteen 
hours, is dead at the age of ninety- 
seven. He had a part in one of the 
really .great pioneer movements of all 
time, which actually advanced civiliza- 
tion and order, Altered history and so- 
ciety. He^was the last adult member of 
the '52 migration to remain alive. 


Twenty years before Meeker started , 


out in his "column of wagons five 
hundred miles long," John Ball of 
Grand Rapids had made the same 
journey with a party of eighty men 
and three hundred horses and mules, 
fighting back Indians who attacked 
their stock with bullets and arrows, 
discovering the famous South Pass of 
the Rockies which was used ten years 
later by General Fremont in his much 
better advertised journey, and arriv- 
ing at Vancouver five months after 
their departure from St. Louis. John 
Ball became the first. American school 
teacher and American farmer in Ore- 
gon, but it was then the territory of 
the British Hudson Bay company and 
he saw- no hope of other Americans 
coming to keep him .company. So John 
Ball sold his crops and stock for a 
passage home. Meeker's more success- 
ful journey was the result of a treaty 
with Great Britain giving all territory 
south of the forty-ninth parallel to the 
United States, and a "land donation" 
law passed by congress in 1850 by 
which settlers were entitled to large 
tracts of land free of cost 


Actually the total number of claims 


registered under this act was only 
eight thousand. JBut the eight thous- 
and, 
unlike the hopeful 
John Ball; 


found conditions making it possible 
for them to stay on with their families 
and build up a permanent civilization. 
It is what lasts that counts; and Meek- 
er and his comrades had a part in the 
actual winning of the" west There are 
still some living links Avith that great 
migration—one of them Meeker's own' 
son, now seventy-six, 
Avho was a 


month old when his parents bundled 
him aboard. But the man who has just 
passed away was the last survivor of 
those who actually wielded the bull 
whip and goad along the trail of 
bleaching skulls.

A GRAUSTARKIAN DICTUM 
In connection with 
the 
recent 


death of George Bars McCutcheon 
much was made of the fact that ten 
years ago, in an article in the New 
York Sun, McCutcheon asked the 
question: "Who will dare contend 
that the gay little love story of two 
perfectly healthy young people ia 
not pure realism, while the harsh, 
unwholesome, even maudlin and de- 
bating of a pair of moral degener- 
ates be granted that distinction?" 


This, is supposed to be unanswera- 


ble. The only trouble with it in that 
the statement is as significant as if 
McCutcheon had said. "Who will se- 
riously contend that the moon , is 
made of green cheese?" That would 
also have been unanswerable but 
why ask the question at all? 


I am not aware that anyone who 


has a right to express an _ opinion 
contends that the "debating affaira 
of a pair of moral degenerates" is 
"pure realism" and the "gay little 
love story of two perfectly healthy 
young people" is not. There are of 
course a great many writers Who 
never tell the story of "two perfct- 
ly healthy young people" arid said 
writers have a perfect right to be 
called realists They do not happen 
to be interested in "perfct healthy 
young people" but in cases of social 
abnormality. They write about the 
things and types that interest them. 
What is wrong with that? George 
Barr McCutcheon and a thousand 
others invariably write the "gay lit- 
tle love stories of perfectly healthy 
young people." They have a perfect 
(right to do so. As-long as they 
write with authenticity and integ- 
rity they are realists as _ much as 
the men and women who study and - 
describe the adnormal cases. 


The fact is that neither type is by 


any means always authentic. Many 
of those who areypreoccupied with 
abnormality are completely out of 
life and do not go to life for their 
facts. They haven't the slightest 
-right to the title of realist. . . 


But it is notorious that a very 


large percentage 
of the 
writers 


whose only theme is '^the gay little 
love story 
of perfectly 
healthy 


young people" also 
never 
come 


within shouting distance 
of xeal 


life. The fact that they are writing 
about perfectly normal people has 
no bearing whatsoever on the ques- 
tion of whether they are realistic 
or not./'What matters i» .how .they 
write about them. . 
_ , 


Not by any stretch of the Imag- 


ination can the books of Barr Mc- 
Cutcheon be called realistic." That 
is not necessarily saying anything 
against them. There is a place iri lit- 
erature for both realistic and -ro- 
mantic fiction and ^Barr McCut- 
cheon belonged distinctly to the lat- 
ter. If he believed that he was say- 
ing something that had significance 
in the 
discussion about realism 


when he gave the dictum 
quoted 


above, then I don't know what logic 
is. 
- 


Many like Barr McCutcheon get 


angry, because people like Theodore 
Deriser and Sherwood Anderson in- 
sist on writing about people who 
are mentally or -spiritually unwhole- 
some. They seem to think that ev- 
ery writer ought to tell the story ov- 
er and over again of the boy ^.hd 
the girl in the early twenties, their 
ecstasies and troubles that are al- 
ways certain to be ironed out before 
the last page. 


But there are some who can see 


no sense In telling that same story, 
over and over again. They believe 
that people are just as interesting 
at 40 or 70 or 90 as at 20. Tbey_be- 
lieve that a person who has become 
crazed in the battle of existence Is 
artistically as interesting as the. 
model for an Arrow collar ad. 


Realism is not a question fit sub- 


ject matter but of treatment. There 
isn't any subject-that should be 
closed to the sincere novelist. If he 
wants to tell'the story of "healthy 
young people," well and good: but 
£ he is 
interested 
in __ abnormal 


types, why deny bun the right to 
work this field? How honestly fca 
works it is all that counts.

Other Important 
l>eer towns are Munster, Diassel- 
dorf, Stuttgart, Magdebursr, I/cip- 
aSg, \Vuerzbarg and Dortmund. 


Some 6,500 breweries are en- 


gaged in converting: malt and hops 
3ntb beer. In addition, some 25,000 
households brew their own beer. 
Their total production is, however, 
less than 70,000 gallons.

move on to oust the youngest of 
them all. 


Lyall Wright, 26 years old, the 


"boy sheriff" of Juneau-co and Wis- 
consin's "youngest," is the target of 
the latest ouster move. - His case is 
yet to be- heard. Walter Plummer, 
27, sheriff of Winnebago-co and Wil- 
liam P. Clawson, youthful sheriff of 
Forest-co, were removed from office 
by Governor Zimmerman. 


Clawson and Plummer were charg- 


ed, on numerous counts, with, mis- 
conduct in. office. Clawson was also 
charged with failure to perform his 
duty and Plummer with accepting 
"hush money." Wright, who denies 
the allegations, is charged with at- 
tempting to "fix" a. state prohibition 
agent, a member of the party which 
recently captured the largest still in 
Wisconsin, near New Lisbon. 
The 


allegation is that he offered the man 
$500 if he would use his influence to 
have the. case brought into state 
courts instead of federal courts. He 
is also alleged to have used some of 
the liquor confiscated at the still and 
to have "showed it." 


The governor is to hear Wright's 


case personally, taking cognizance of 
the criticism made by the Dane-co 
superior court because he 
had 


named a commissioner to hear the 
Plummer case instead of sitting in it 
himself. A commissioner likewise 
heard the Clawson case at Crandoh. 


Two years ago, Gov. Elaine remov- 


ed Charles E. Burtis, by far 
the 


youngest sheriff Rock county ever 
had. Mr. Burtis was charged with 
drunkenness, in public streets 
and 


other wrongful acts while'in 
office, 


alleged to have brought about "pub- 
lic disgrace, inefficiency and neglect 
of official duties."

Although, he has 
been, told that muskellonge5 could;not 
be raised 
in"1 captivity," Mr; riiacjy- 


went ahead and raised 2,500 of the 
ffeh. from a length iof ^twqVto four 
inches in the first year. • ' • - • ; • 


He interested Elmer S. Hall, com- 


missioner of conservation and Rob- 
ert Ripple, then assistant 
superin- 


tendent of fisheries, in his plan. Rip- 
ple, who is now superintendent of 
•fisheries for -the state of South Da- 
kota, convinced Mr. Lacy and Mr. 
Hall that muskellonge could be suc- 
_cessfully 
propagated in hatcheries 


"anfl. at less cost 
than in breeding 


ponds. Hall, thenceforth, secured an 
'appropriation from the state for tise 
at the Woodruff hatchery. 


^nskellonge are now successfuily 


prorogated at the Woodruff hatchery 
and-this year 2,000 of the fish rang- 
ing in length from eight to 14 inch- 
es, were distributed in'northern wa- 
ters. 


It is Mr. Lacy's plan and theory 


that 25.000 muskellonge 
should be 


raised to fingerling size for stoddng 
;the northern lakes. It Is also his be- 
lief that walleyed pike be propogated 
jn the same -nray. IQ order to re- 
plenish the lakes ana streams, "the 
state of Wisconsin must change its 
.-method and plant fingerling fish and 
.not fry, he has declared. 


In planting fry, he said, the per- 


centage of mortality is too great as 
the small fish fall prey to the larger 
fish, while fingerlings are better able 
to protect themselves.
